Tokio, June 28.—1It is semi-officially
announced here that the Japanese
have gained a sweeping victory in
Manchuri, practically orushing the
Russian army and cutting off the re-
treat of a considerable portion of it at
Hai Cheng, while it is regarded as
probable from the latest advices from
the front that Kuroki has taken Liao
Yang and entrapped pretty nearly the
whole of the Russian army. The news
has caused the greatest excitement
here on official confirmation and de-
tails of what is regarded as tha decisive
battie of the campaign.

The reports, which are from appar-
ently reliable sorces, indicate that
Gens. Oku and Nodzn moved on the
Russians between Kai Chou and Ta
Chi Kiao, who had been heavily re-
inforced. The Russians were taken in
front and on the left tlank and while
they made a determined resistance,
were unable to withstand the Jrpanese
